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ACT OF INCORPORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches 
in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 1824. 

Resolved hy this Assembly — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Ros- 
well Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. 
Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their 
associates; be, and they are hereby made and constituted a body politic 
and corporate, by the name of the General Convention of the Baptist 
Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and their 
successors shall and may have perpetual succession, shall be capable of 
suing and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what 
nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same alter or change at 
pleasure: and may also have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey away 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not 
exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, whatever may 
be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other 
officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make 
By-Laws respecting the number, qualification, and duties of their officers 
and members, prescribe the mode of election, and admission of members, 
the time, the place, and manner of holding their meetings, the number 
necessary to form a quorum, and all other By-Laws and regulations 
the said Convention may deem necessary for the government and duo 
regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects 
of said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant 
to the laws of this State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the 
Baptist Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of 
Middlesex, on the second Wednesday of June, A.D. 1824, at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended or appealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly — That said corporation be hereafter called 
and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 


STATE CONVENTION 
Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this state. May session, 1824, may hereafter have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or mixed, the 
annual income of which shall not exceed twenty five thousand dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly — That the resolution incorporating The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at 
the end thereof the following: “Said Convention may accept and hold 
absolutely or as trustees, such funds as may be given, devised, or be- 
queathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or way as may be desired 
by the instrument making such gift, devise or bequest, when such funds, 
or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit of 
said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed October 22, 1966

of the 

CONNECTICUT CONVENTION

Adopted October 22, 1966 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONNECTICUT CONVENTION 

OF AMERICAN BAPTIST CHURCHES 
adopted October 22, 1966 
Amended October 21,1967 

ARTICLE I. NAME The name of this organization shall be the 

CONNECTICUT CONVENTION OF 
AMERICAN BAPTIST CHURCHES, INC. 

ARTICTF. IT , PURPOSE The Connecticut Convention of American 

Baptist Churches, a part of the church 
universal, has as its basic purpose the providing of a channel through 
which the American Baptist Churches of the state are enabled to ful- 
fill their total mission in the world and in the state of Connecticut, and 
to enlarge the scope of the mission and witness of the Connecticut Con- 
vention of American Baptist Churches through cooperation with the Amer- 
ican Baptist Convention, State, National and World Council of Churches, 
the Baptist World Alliance, and other cooperating groups. This mission 
stems from the obligation to declare and seek to make effective the will 
of God through the Lordship of Jesus Christ, in all areas of life. 

ARTICLE II I. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1 . Membership in this convention shall con- 

sist of all local churches of Connecticut 
which are in accord with and practicing 
the purposes of the Convention as set forth in Article II. The bases 
of membership in the Convention shall include on the part of each local 
church: 

a) endeavoring to help develop and implement the programs and 
ministries of the Convention; 

b) seeking to provide leadership for the work of the Convention; 

c) giving evidence of implementing locally the purpose of the 
Convention; 

d) participating in the annual meetings of the Convention; 

e) selecting official delegates to the Convention at its annual 
meeting; 

f) Striving to meet the goal of at least 75% of its Mission Support 
objectives to the American Baptist Mission Program. 

g) Striving to meet the goal of at least 25% of its Mission Support 
objectives to the American Baptist Mission Program, if 
dually -aligned; 

Each American Baptist Church meeting these standards of mem- 
bership, in the judgement of the Executive Committee, shall be entitled 
to representation by its minister (s) and by one delegate for each hun- 
dred and each fraction of a hundred re sident member s ; provided, how- 
ever, that no local congregation shall have more than five delegates 
besides its ministers. 


Section 2. 


UNION T 


All members of the National Boards and 
^.officers of the' American Baptist Conven- 
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tion residing within the State, officers of this Convention, members of 
its Board of Managers, and members of all committees appointed in 
accordance with its By-Laws; and the President of the American Baptist 
Women of Connecticut; the American Baptist Men of Connecticut; and 
the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship shall be ex officio delegates to 
the sessions of this Convention, having all the privileges usually accord- 
ed to such delegates. 


ARTICLE IV . MEETINGS 

Section 1 . The Annual meetings of the Convention shall 

be held on the dates and at a place that shall 
be determined at the first meeting of the Executive Committee following 
the preceding annual meeting. 


Section 2 . The Annual meetings shall have the following 

functions: 


a) Cultivation of fellowship among the local churches. 

b) Discussion of key issues which face the Convention in its 
ministry in the coming year and suggestions to the Board on 
how to meet faithfully these concerns. 


c) Election of the Board of Managers and officers. 


d) Education of the participants on some-key ministries of the 
chur ch. 


e) Inspiration. 


Section 3 . Special meetings may be called by the 

President, at the direction of the Board 
of Managers. 

Section 4. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a 

quorum, but any number shall have power 
to adjourn a meeting. 


Section 5 . The Annual Session shall be under the con- 

trol of the Program Committee, which shall 
have power to make arrangements for speakers, and to apportion the 
time to speakers as the different departments of the work may require, 
subject to the approval of the Convention. 


Section 6. The proceedings of all meetings shall be 

regulated by Robert's Rules of Order 
Revised. 


Section 7. The fiscal year of the Convention shall be 

the same as that of the American Baptist 
Convention. 


ARTICLE V . ELECTIVE OFFICERS 

Section 1 . The officers of the Convention shall be a 

President, a First Vice-President, a 
Second Vice-President, a Treasurer ( who 
may be either a person or a bank ), and a Secretary. 
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Section 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and 

the Secretary, shall be elected for a one 
year term after which they will not be eligible for re-election to the 
same office in the succeeding year. 

They shall serve from the close of the annual session at which they 
are elected until the close of the next annual session, or until their suc- 
cessors have been chosen. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and 
the Secretary, will be nominated to the next highest office after one year 
of service as second vice-president and/or first vice-president. 

The Treasurer and Secretary shall be chosen by the Board of 
Managers . 


Section 3 . The duties of the officers shall be such as 

in common practice pertain to their re- 
spective offices, except that the second vice-president shall serve as 
the Chairman of the Program Committee for the annual meeting; the 
First Vice-President shall serve as Chairman of the Nominating Com- 
mittee; and preside at the meetings of the Executive Committee to en- 
able the President to give leadership in policy decisions; and the Pres- 
ident shall preside at the Board of Managers and at the Convention’s 
annual meeting. (See Article VIII), 


Section 4 . In the event of a vacancy in any office, the 

officer in the next lower bracket shall fill 
the vacancy. Any vacancy not provided for shall be filled by the Execu- 
tive Committee. Removal of an officer from the state shall automatically 
create a vacancy. 

Section 5 . Responsibilities of Treasurer: 

A. The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the 
Convention, both invested and current; receiving and disbursing or 
investing the same as directed by the Department of Business and 
Finance, keeping separate accounts of the various funds of the Con- 
vention, and reporting and accounting to the Convention annually, 
and at such other times as directed by the Department of Business 
and F inane e . 

B. The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury 
on written order from the Minister of Business and Finance, or 
such other administrative officer as the Executive Committee shall 
designate; and a listing of all such payments shall be given to the 
Chairman of the Department of Business and Finance. 

C. The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Con- 
vention in such sum as the Department of Business and Finance 
may require. 

Section 6. Duties of the Auditor. The Auditor shall 

audit the accounts of all financial agents of 
the Convention annually at the end of each fiscal year and report to the 
Convention through the Department of Business and Finance; and at such 
other times as the Department shall require. 
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ARTICLE VI. STAFF 

Section 1. An Executive Minister; Minister of Camping, 

Youth and Christian Higher Education; Min- 
ister of Christian Education; Minister of Christian Outreach; Minister 
of Christian Mission Support; Minister of Business and Finance; and 
Administrative Assistant and such additional staff members as are deem- 
ed necessary for our work shall be chosen by the Board of Managers. 

Section 2. The terms and conditions of employment of 

' staff members shall be subject to the agree- 

ment of the Board of Managers as outlined in the position's job analysis 
and job description. The retirement age of all staff personnel shall be 
age sixty-five (65). 

Section 3. Responsibilities of Executive Minister. 

a) He is a pastor to pastors. 

b) He is the chief administrative officer of the Convention. 

c) He represents the Convention's concern for the spiritual 
weKare of all local congregations. 

d) He represents the Convention at denominational and 
interdenominational meetings. 

e) He seeks to speak the opinions of American Baptists on 
issues of concern, within the scope of the Convention's 
resolutions and stated purpose. 

f) He shall be an ex-officio member without vote on all 
committees and Departments and may attend all meet- 
ings of these Committees and departments except exe- 
cutive sessions. 

g) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised 
duties as the Board of Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers and the 
Executive Committee, except executive sessions, to advise, give 
guidance and proposals concerning the work, but shall not have the 
right to vote. 

Section 4. Responsibilities of Minister of Christian 

Education. 

a) He is the administrative director of the total program 
of Christian Education in the state - among children, 
youth, and adults (including both men's and women's 
work) . 

b) He has overall responsibility for the program at Camp 
Wightman, which is delegated to the Minister of Camp- 
ing, Youth, and Christian Higher Education. 

c) He has overall responsibility for denominational pro- 
gram in Christian Higher Education, which is delegated 
to the Minister of Camping, Youth, and Christian Higher 
Education. 
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d) He serves as Area Director of the Division of Christian 
Education for the American Baptist Board of Education 
and Publication. 

e) He is responsible for part of the program of the Depart- 
ment on Chur chmanship. 

f) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised 
duties as the Board of Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers, except 
executive sessions, to advise, give guidance and proposals concern- 
ing his areas of responsibility, but shall not have the right to vote. 

Section 5. Responsibilities of Minister of Camping, 

Youth and Christian Higher Education. 

a) He serves as an associate minister in the Department 
of Christian Education. 

b) He is responsible, under the overall guidance of the 
Minister of Christian Education, for the camping, 
youth, and Christian Higher Education program of the 
Convention. 

c) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised 
duties as the Board of Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers, except 
executive sessions, to advise, give guidance and proposals concern- 
ing his areas of responsibility, but shall not have the right to vote. 

Section 6. Responsibilities of Minister of Christian 

Mission Support. 

a) He is responsible for promoting stewardship and 
missionary education in the churches. 

b) He is responsible for the raising of funds for the 
American Baptist Mission Budget, the annual and 
special offerings, and such other denominational pro- 
jects as may be commonly accepted. 

c) He serves as associate Field Counselor of the Division 
of World Mission Support. 

d) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised 
duties as the Board of Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers, except 
executive sessions, to advise, give guidance and make proposals 
concerning his areas of responsibility, but shall not have the right 
to vote. 

Section 7 . Responsibilities of Minister of Christian 

Outreach. 

a) He works directly in the field of evangelism and is the 
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resource person for the development of evangelistic 
outreach. 

b) He stimulates and guides the various Associations and 
the Convention in establishing new churches in un- 
churched areas. 

c) He gives leadership to the program of Christian Social 
Concerns and Community Witness. 

d) He administers support to the aided churches, and 
provides guidance for specialized ministries and 
specialized church programs. 

e) He is responsible for the annual collection and evalua- 
tion of local church statistics. 

f) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised 
duties as the Board of Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers, except 
executive sessions, to advise, give guidance and make proposals 
concerning his areas of responsibility, but shall not have the right 
to vote . 

Section 8 . Responsibilities of Minister of Business 

and F inance . 

a) He is the chief financial officer of the Convention and 
works directly with the Department of Business and 
Finance in the administration of all finances, property, 
and physical assets of the Convention, including the 
maintenance of property and physical development of 
Camp Wightman, under policies established by the 
Department of Business and Finance. 

b) He receives from the Executive Minister requests 
which have been made to the latter for loans to churches, 
and personally investigates the back- ground situation 
leading up to the request in each instance. He may be 
assisted by members of the Department of Business and 
Finance, and he is responsible for presenting the re- 
quests to the Department after investigation has been 
completed. 

c) He is advisor to all Convention churches regarding the 
creating of uniform business records and accounting 
procedures . 

d) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised 
duties as the Board of Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers, except 
executive sessions, to advise, give guidance and make proposals 
concerning his areas of responsibility, but shall not have the right 
to vote. 
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Section 9 . Responsibilities of Administrative 

Assistant. 

The Administrative Assistant shall work 
primarily with the Executive Minister performing such duties as he 
assigns and shall also be responsible for the general supervision of the 
office secretarial and clerical staff. 

Section 10. Responsibility for Staff. 

All staff members, except the minister 
of Camping, Youth, and Christian Higher Education, are directly re- 
sponsible to the Executive Minister, who shall be directly responsible 
to the Board of Managers. 

The Executive Committee will review with each staff person 
his job performance annually in light of the agreed job description 
analysis . 

ARTICT.E VII. CONVENTION AND BOARD STANDING COMMITTEES 

Section I. The following Standing Committes shall 

' be appointed: 

A. Annual Meeting Committees: 

1) Program 

2) Resolutions 

The Annual Meeting Committees shall be responsible to the 
Board and be appointed by the President. Ten persons shall serve 
on each. The Second vice-president shall serve as Chairman of 
the Program Committee. 

The responsibility of the Program Committee shall be the 
planning of the Annual Meeting. 

The Resolutions Committee shall prepare the necessary 
resolutions required for the most effective implementation of the 
Convention's mission. 

B. Nominating Committee: 

The Committee on the Nomination of Convention officers and 
members of the Board of Managers, shall consist of one member 
from each association named in the consultation with the President, 
and five named by the President from among the members of the 
Department of Chur chmanship. Members of this Committee shall 
have served on or be on the Board. (The First Vice-President 
serves as Chairman). Vacancies on the Committee shall be filled 
by appointment of the President. This Committee shall function the 
year round to see that adequate personnel are available for leader- 
ship responsibilities. 

C. The Budget Committee: 

This Committee shall be responsible for the development of 
the Convention's annual budget. The budget shall be presented to 
the Board of Managers for adoption at the Annual Meeting. 
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The Budget Committee shall consist of seven persons, at 
least five from the Board, one from each department. The Chair- 
man and members shall be appointed by the President. 

D. The Long-Range Planning Committee; 

This Committee shall be responsible for planning five to ten 
years in advance for the Convention, developing the various pro- 
gram emphases needed for future ministries and referring these 
to the Executive Committee for necessary decision and implemen- 
tation. This Committee shall consist of nine members, with no 
more than one-third being members of the Board. The members 
should serve a term of three years and be appointed by the Presi- 
dent. The Chairman shall be selected from among the Executive 
Committee membership. 

E. Personnel Committee: 

This Committee shall have the responsibility for development 
of job descriptions, personnel policies, salary scales and provide 
for periodic review of each of these. It shall consist of at least five 
(5) members selected by the Executive Committee and chaired by 
the Immediate Past President of the Convention. 

Section 2. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, 

shall be appointed by the President, who 
shall be a member, ex officio, of all committees. All committee mem- 
bers shall serve for one year unless otherwise specified. 

ARTICT.E VIII. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Membership 

A. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of all 
elected officers of the Convention; and forty-eight (48) additional 
members, with one-third ministers; one-third women and one- 
third laymen, (the young laity are included in the latter two groups) 
chosen by ballot at each annual session of the Convention for terms 
of three years, and so constituted that the terms of sixteen (16) of 
the elective members end each year. 

B. All members of the Board of Managers shall be mem- 
bers in good and regular standing in a cooperating church within 
the Connecticut Convention of American Baptist Churches. 

Section 2. Members of the Board of Managers, other 

than elective officers, and officers of 
auxiliary organizations serving on the Board by virtue of office, may 
serve for two successive terms of three years each, or a total of six 
years only; after which they shall not be eligible for election to the same 
office in the succeeding year. 

Section 3. The immediate past President of the Con- 

vention, the Treasurer of the Convention, 
when a person, and the President and First Vice-President of the Men, 
Women, Youth, Ministers' Council and the Baptist Homes of the State, 
also shall be members of the Board. 
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Section 4. The Nominating Committee shall give con- 

' sideration to adequate representation of all 

areas of the Convention's life on the Board such as: 

a) Churches with 150 members or less; 

b) Churches in rural areas; 

c) Inner-city churches; 

d) Suburban churches; 

e) The association areas. 

Section 5. The Board shall be vested with all the 

authority of the Convention when the latter 
is not in session unless otherwise limited by these By-Laws. 

Section 6 . Meetings of Board of Managers 

A. The Board shall hold three meetings during the year, 
the times to be determined by the Board, or at the call of the 
Pre sident. 

B. Special meetings may be called by the President at any 
time, and shall be called by him upon a request in writing by five 
members of the Board. 

C. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of 
the Board, unless appropriate excuse is offered to the President, 
shall be considered as creating a vacancy. Removal of a member 
from the State shall automatically create a vacancy. The Board 
shall have power to fill vacancies occurring in its membership 
between annual sessions of the Convention. 

D. The President shall preside at the meetings of the 
Board. In his absence, the order of ascendency to the chairmanship 
shall be: First Vice-President, Second Vice-President. If no one 

of these officers is present, the Secretary shall convene the meeting 
which will proceed to elect a chairman pro tempore. Fifteen (15) 
members shall constitute a quorum. 

E. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record 

of all its proceedings. , 

Section 7. Responsibilities 

A. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of 
the Convention between sessions and have supervision of all the 
work of the Convention. It shall have power to appoint a secretary, 
an auditor, and a treasurer, who may be either a person or a bank 
of approved standing, and such agents as may be needed properly to 
conduct the work of the Convention, fixing the salary of the same, 
and requiring bond of all handling money. It shall make all appro- 
priations for the aid of churches, and payment of the salaries of 
missionaries and other workers in accordance with the rules adopt- 
ed by the Board. 

It shall also be responsible for: 

1) Setting of Convention policies when the Convention is 
not in session.

2) The selection of the Executive Minister of the Convention, 
and upon his recommendation the responsibility for call- 
ing all additional executive staff members. 

3) The approval of an annual budget for adoption at the 
Annual Meeting of the Convention. 

B. Authority in all financial and business matters shall 
rest with the Board. 

C. The Board shall act as agent of the Division of World 
Mission Support of the American Baptist Convention for raising 
and remitting money for the American Baptist Mission Budget -of 
the American Baptist Convention on terms to be mutually arranged. 

D. The Board shall cooperate, on such terms as shall be 
mutually acceptable, with other denominational boards desiring to 
undertake work in this state. 

E. The President shall announce the assignment of the 
Board members to the standing departments. Membership in these 
departments shall consist of the following: 

1) Department of Chur chmanship consisting of 15 Board 
and 8 co-opted members. 

2) Department of Christian Education consisting of 12 
Board and 8 co-opted members. 

3) Department of Christian Mission Support consisting of 
9 Board and 8 co-opted members. 

4) Department of Christian Outreach consisting of 14 
Board and 8 co-opted members. 

5) Department of Business and Finance consisting of 9 
Board and 6 co-opted members. 

6) Executive Committee, consisting of the President, imme- 
diate Past President, the two Vice-Presidents, the Treas- 
urer (or appointed agent of the treasurer), the Secretary, 
the Chairman and Vice-Chairman of all Departments of 
the Board. The Treasurer, if an institution without vote. 

The Executive Committee shall meet six times annually, 
at times when the Board is not meeting, to be set by the 
Committee. It will be subject to special meetings called 
by the President and Executive Minister. The first Vice- 
President shall preside. 

The Executive Committee shall have full authority to 
act between meetings of the Board of Managers. It shall 
not have the power to authorize expenditures beyond the 
budget. 

7) The co-opted members shall be nominated by the re- 
spective Departments and secured by the Nominating 
Committee. The co-opted members shall be elected 
annually by the Convention, and have voice and vote on 
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the Department. They shall be eligible to serve for a 
maximum of six consecutive terms, after which they 
shall be eligible for re-election after a year's absence. 
The Nominating Committee shall nominate members 
from the Board to serve as chairman and vice-chairman 
of the Departments, and standing committees, such 
nominees to be elected by the Convention at the Annual 
Meeting. 

The Departments shall meet at least five times a year. 


F. The Board shall make a report of its transactions at 
the Annual Meeting of the Convention. 

ARTICLE IX. RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE DEPARTMENTS OF THE 

BOARD OF MANAGERS 


Section 1. 


Department of Chur chmanship 
Responsibilities of this Department shall be: 


a) To develop the philosophy and methods to assist the 
laity and clergy in an understanding of the role of the 
churchman. This will include the formulating of a 
philosophy of chur chmanship, providing training and 
recruiting programs to implement this philosophy. 

b) To recruit and train persons who see this vision of 
chur chmanship in a more adequate performance of this 
responsibility. 

c) To be responsible for seeing that the constantly chang- 
ing leadership needs are incorporated in the training 
programs and in the membership classes of the local 
churches . 

d) To assist the nominating committee of the Convention 
and its related organizations in helping persons trained 
in chur chmanship to be involved in the positions of 
leadership in the convention, associations, local 
churches, communities, and interdenominational bodie s . 

e) Through a sub-committee on ordination have responsi- 
bility to conduct preliminary examination of candidates 
for the ministry and to advise with the association 
officers on the convening of an ordination council of the 
association consisting of two lay representatives and 
pastor from each local church. 

f) To initiate its own program of continuing education for 
persons in full-time church vocations; to implement 
denominational or other programs and opportunities in 
continuing education; and to encourage support of these 
programs by local churches. 
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Section 2 . Department of Christian Education 

Responsibilities of this Department shall 

include the following: 

a) A basic program of Christian education to meet tne 
needs of all age groups and of all churches. 

b) The development of new methods for education to meet 
the various church needs, i.e. the Spanish bi-lingual 
churches; the churches in the inner city; the churches 
of limited membership with inadequate numbers for all 
age group classes. 

c) The coordination of the development of any curriculum 
materials of the auxiliary organizations created 
especially to highlight a Connecticut concern. 

d) The implementation of the training dimension of the 
Department of Chur chmanship, for all areas, i. e. , 
deacons, trustees, church school teachers, moderators 
Board and Department members of the Convention, 
communities and interdenominational bodies. 

e) The curriculum for the Schools of Mission and Steward- 
ship of the Department of Christian Mission Support. 

f) The programming for the youth ministry. 

g) The camping and conference program of the Convention. 

h) A program of campus ministries, guidance and recruit- 
ment and for ministry effected through a sub-committee 
on Christian Higher Education, This sub- committee shall 
also administer the Baptist Educational Fund. 


Section 3 . Department of Christian Mission Support 

Responsibilities for this Department shall 
be: 

a) The raising of the American Baptist Mission Budget 
including the Institutional Support Program. 

b) The conducting of all special fund campaigns for the 
Convention. 

c) Implementing of the over-all missionary and steward- 
ship education program of the Convention in coopera- 
tion with the Department of Christian Education. 

Section 4. Department of Christian Outreach 

Responsibilities of this Department shall 

be as follows: 


a) 


Evangelism. This includes traditional dimensions and 
new dimensions of mission to social and power structures. 
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b) Church extension. This includes the responsibility for 
development of new churches in growing areas, and the 
extension and support of the mission of older churches 
in town and country and older city areas. 

c) Specialized church programming. A continuing evalua- 
tion of the programs offered by our Convention to our 
churches, in order to provide programs that implement 
the mission of the church. 

d) Special ministries of outreach. This area includes inner 
city ministries, and ministries of community witness 

in the area of cultural and racial relationships. 

e) Christian Social Concern. Responsibilities include the 
area of legislative involvement, relations with the 
United Nations, and the involvement with other de- 
nominations in the area of racial and cultural relation- 
ships, and other social concerns, 

f) Aid to churches. Financial aid and the establishment 
of related policies. 

g) Institutional Ministries. The development of relation- 
ships with existing and future homes and institutions. 

h) Communications. The publicity and public relations of 
the Convention. 

i) Resolutions. Initiation of action to carry out the resolu- 
tions adopted by American Baptist Convention and the 
Connecticut Convention of American Baptist Churches. 

Section 5 . Department of Business and Finance 

This Department's responsibilities shall be: 

a) The administration of the state convention properties. 
Whenever Camp Wightman properties and/or assets 
are on the agenda, the Minister of Camping, Youth and 
Christian Higher Education shall be invited to sit with 
this Department. 

b) The investment portfolio. 

c) The physical as sets , including all properties of the 
Convention. 

d) The granting of loans to local churches. 

e) The over-all budget control. 

f) The receiving, accounting and disbursing of all funds 
of the Convention. 

Section 6. All standing departments named in this 

article shall keep accurate and complete 
records of their proceedings in permanent form and make reports to 
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the Board of Managers when necessary. Periodic written summaries 
of each department's work shall be shared with the local church counter- 
part. 

ARTICLE X. RELATIONS WITH OTHER CHURCH ORGANIZATIONS 

The President shall appoint, on consultation with the Nominating 
Committee each year, the number of delegates required to represent 
the Convention on the Connecticut Council of Churches, and other church 
bodies approved by the Board of Managers. 


ARTICLE XI, AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws maybe altered, amended, or repealed by a three- 
fourths vote of the delegates present and voting, provided that the alter- 
ation, amendment, or repeal is recommended by the Board of-Managers, 
or notice of such change is submitted to the churches in writing three 
months prior to the annual session of the Convention, at which such 
proposed change will be presented.

The keynote speaker for Friday morning was Dr. Paul Stagg, admini- 
strative associate of the American Baptist Home Mission Societies. His 
address was titled "God's Mission - Now". Mr. Stagg began his message 
by saying that we are partners in an exciting venture - mission. He raised 
the questions, "What is God's Mission?" "What is God doing in His world?" 
His answer was that what God is doing, is what we are called to do. We 
need to participate in God's new creation. The Church is an instrument 
existing for the community, for the people, for the new people in your midst, 
for the world itself. We are to be a people that first of all discern what is 
happening. God works differently in our world today. God is making his ap- 
peal through man, through us. There are no loners in society. We are called 
to work with others in our world. No denomination can take this on by them- 
selves. The mood of our time is instant. He concluded by saying, "The King- 
dom of God is coming so therefore get with it - God's Mission - Now, " 
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Mrs. Lindsey introduced the leaders for the seminars as follows: 
World Hunger, Rev. Ralph E. Taylor, field director of Church World 
Service; Inner City, the Rev. Robert Casstevens, staff member of Cen- 
tral Church, Hartford; New Morality, Mrs. Owen Rumsey, a free lance 
writer and a member of the New Britain Church; Peace, Rev, Allan 
Burry, campus minister of Wesleyan University; Poverty, Rev. Charles 
Pendleton, director of Connecticut Commission On Race and Religion. 

Members of the Program Committee served as liaisons for the 
seminar s.

At 12:30 p.m. lunch was served with the Department of Outreacti as 
hosts. The new churches in Connecticut were featured during the lunch 
period: the Enfield-American Baptist Church, the Leuyard-Gales Ferry 
Church, and the Calvary-Orange Church. 

The Ministers and Wives held their luncheon as a part of the main 
luncheon. The business meeting of the Ministers' Council was held at 
5 p.m. this day. The Rev. Clyde S. Wolf, Eastern Vice-President of 
the Ministers' Council, was guest speaker, 

Friday Afternoon, October 20 

At 2 p.m. a Panel Presentation on Connecticut's Mission: An exposure 
to the life and ministry of the United Church of Christ in Connecticut was 
made. The Rev. Allen H. Smith , pastor of the Christian Tabernacle Bap- 
tist Church of Hamden, was moderator. The panel included Mr. Stuart P. 
Gillespie , a member of the Canton Center First Church, who spoke on the 
corporate structure of the Conference Missionary Society and Fund for 
Ministers, Church Aid, and Church Extension, and World Mission pro- 
motion; the Rev. Rosfer E. Manners, pastor of the First Church in Bran- 
ford, spoke on Church and Ministry, Christian Education including Silver 
Lake, Ingraham House and Leadership Training; Mrs. William W. Old- 
field . a member of the Newent Church in Lisbon, spoke on Lay Life and 
Work, and Christian Social Actions; and the Rev. Joseph Zezzo . execu- 
tive director of the Christian Activities Council of Hartford, spoke on 
Urban Ministries of the Conference and the Christian Activities Council. 

Mr. Gillespie gave some background data on the beginnings of the 
United Church of Christ Churches. Today there are 296 U. C. C. Churches 
in Connecticut. The U. C. C. Conference has rewritten and adopted a new 
Constitution to help meet the needs of today. The U. C. C. has six depart- 
ments with 15-20 people on each department, elected directly from the 
churches. They have working members in the fields along with staff. The 
World Mission Department is concerned with their mission outside Con- 
necticut as well as in Connecticut or anything beyond the interest of the 
local church. The Rev. Jack Palangio is the staff person responsible for 
this area of work. The Connecticut Mission group headed by the Rev, Roy 
Gibson gives financial aid to churches. 

Mr. Manners said that the Department of Church and Ministry has 
sponsored conferences on New Lord's Service and Sacred Music, This 
Department encourages continuing education and sabbatical leaves for 
their pastors. 
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The U. C.C. has camps and conference centers within the state - 
Silver Lake, Ingraham House and they are leasing forty-five acres for 
another conference center in Branford on Long Island Sound. They have 
a mass rally of youth once a year held at the Bushnell Auditorium with 
about 4,000 young people in attendance. 

Mrs. Oldfield said that the Department of Lay Life and Work sponsors 
training sessions for lay women and men to become more effective lead- 
ers. The Social Action Committee has attended 39 hearings on welfare 
legislation and draws up resolutions. 

Mr. Zezzo asked the question, "Are we preaching the Gospel?" We 
need to be concerned for the xxnchurched, for the one lost. We must be 
concerned for our neighbor as well as those around the world. We must 
demonstrate our concern for the people who are moving into our urban 
cities and are unemployed. Housing is one of the problems in Hartford. 
The Constitution Plaza and highways have taken away homes and no 
housing has been built to replace them. 

Delegates were given opportunity to ask questions of the panel. 

Mrs. Lindsey on behalf of all the delegates expressed our apprecia- 
tion for the fine presentation on the work of the United Church of Christ 
Conference. 
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At 4 p.m. the Mandate to Ministers Implementation Report was given 
by the Rev. John Minott. Mr. Minott reported some of the achievements 
that have been made since the adoption of our new By-Laws: (1) the 
creation of the Connecticut Baptist Foundation for Campus Ministry; (2) 
the creation of five working Departments - Business and Finance; Chris- 
tian Outreach, Christian Mission Support; Chur chmanship; and Christian 
Education. There seems to be better inter -departmental communication. 
This has been an organizational year. Mr Minott concluded that perhaps 
in the coming year we will begin to make strides in fulfilling our mission 
in Connecticut. 

Mr. Minott and the Rev. Alex Elsesser, Minister of Christian Educa- 
tion, gave a briefing on the new American Baptist curriculum "The 
Christian Faith and Work Plan" which will be ready for use in the fall 
of 1969 . It was pointed out that the pastor will be the key person in help- 
ing to implement this new program.

Mrs. Lindsey called on Samuel Fuller to give the Treasurer's Re- 
port. Mr. Fuller referred to pages 40-50 in the Connecticut Baptist 
Annual. Our balance as of September 30, 1967 was $16,068.61. The 
report was received. Mrs Lindsey said the report would be given again 
during the business session on Saturday. 

Adjourned for dinner at 6 p.m. The Rev. Kenneth Cooper served as 
host. During the dinner hour, the new pastors and their wives that came 
to our state since October 1966, were introduced by the Rev. Leroy 
Emery, president of our State Ministers' Council. The Rev. Ralph Seguine 
administrator of our Pierce Memorial Baptist Home, gave a brief report 
regarding the Home.

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Mrs. Lindsey called on Mrs. John Hamilton, president of the American

Gates spoke on "Effective Communications of the Gospel; and showed two 
films titled, "City of Necessity" by United Church of Christ and "Give Us 
This Day" by Church World Service. 

At 8:30 p.m. Mrs. Lindsey expressed our gratitude in having Dr. 
Stagg with us this day. Dr, Stagg's closing message began with the state- 
ment "the motive of salvation is joy. " He went on to say that in Leviticus 
Chapter 25, it speaks of the deliverance of man. Jesus came to fulfill the 
jubilee. God has liberated man. The slave shall be released in the year of 
the jubilee. The whole person shall be set free. Salvation is bigger than 
you and I think. God moves us to a future. He will lead us into the future. 
He is an exodus God. He moves us to opportunity and future. 

Saturday Morning, October 21 

At 9:55 a.m. worship was led by the Rev. Richard C. Brown. 

Mrs. Lindsey thanked the women of the Bristol Baptist Church for the 
corsage they had given to her. 

The following persons were introduced to the delegates at this time: 
the Rev. Willard Callendar, bur representative from the Ministers and 
Missionaries Benefit Board; Mr. Karbenson Sangma from Assam, India, 
who was assigned to Convention Minister Titus for two months to study 
administration and work of the State Convention; Dr. C. Stanton Gallup, 
chairman of our American Baptist Foreign Mission Society; and Attorney 
Philip D. Main, of the Whitman, Pease and Main Law Offices in Simsbury 
and Council to the Connecticut Convention of American Baptist Churches. 


Mrs. Lindsey called the business meeting to order. 

Mrs. Lindsey gave some of the highlights of the minutes of last year's 
Annual Meeting which included the adoption of the World Mission Campaign 
goal; the vote to participate in Project Equality; the vote for a goal for the 
American Baptist Mission Budget, the adoption of the new By-Laws with 
amendments; and the vote to hold our next Annual Meeting at the Southing- 
ton Church. 

Treasurer's Report. In the absence of Samuel Fuller, David Follett 
amplified the treasurer's report. Details of the Treasurer's Report are 
found on pages 40 through 50 in the Connecticut Baptist Annual. Some 
points of interest are: Total income was $133,847.00, of which 50% came 
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from the Unified Budget giving and 37% from our endowment funds. Our 
total disbursements were $143,647.00, represents the cost of running 
the work of the Connecticut Convention throughout the state including 
support for Camp Wightman, Student Work, Enfield, Connecticut Council 
of Churches, Ledyard-Gales Ferry, etc. The report was respectfully sub- 
mitted by Hartford National Bank and Trust Company and signed by Sam- 
uel Fuller, senior Vice-President and filed for Audit. 

Budget Committee; The Rev. Heyward Foreman, chairman of the 
Budget Committee, presented the proposed budget as mimeographed and 
distributed to the delegates. The budget has been voted by the Board of 
Managers and was recommended to the Annual Meeting for adoption. 

There was not an unanimous vote on this budget by the Budget Committee. 

It was moved by Mr. Foreman and seconded, that the Proposed 1968 
Budget be adopted. 

Discussion followed: 

The proposed budget shows a deficit. The inclusion of an additional 
staff person is responsible for a good part of the deficit. 

Some of the reasons the Budget Committee did not go along with the 
deficit budget are: 

- In the hiring of a Minister of Outreach there is no guarantee that 
there will be an increase in giving by our churches. 

- If the budget is adopted it will mean that in 1969 (if there is no cash 
balance) before we have any cash returns from Valley Forge, it will be 
necessary to make withdrawals from invested funds. 

- The good name of the Convention may be jeopardized. 

- If Valley Forge grants us an increase in our return percentage in 
1968 , we cannot expect that increase probably until 1969, and at best 
the increase might yield about $5,000. 

- We are recommended a policy of sabbatical leaves for our staff 
members with nothing in the budget for this. 

Comments from the floor: 

- The Mandate to Minister called for certain staff personnel. We are 
still called to reinforce our faith in the Mandate. It is important to have 
a full-time staff person in this area. Much of this person's time will be 
spent in research. We should adopt a budget to include the salary of a 
new staff person. 

- Valley Forge has offered Walter Long to us. In the presentation of 
the United Church of Christ it was brought out that we might be able to do 
some things together by cooperating with other denominations. We do not 
have to duplicate our work. 

- Object to the budget. I would desire to wait a year before hiring 
additional staff. 

- World Mission Campaign has a victory goal and a challenge goal. It 
would seem as if we could adopt this as a challenge. Prefer accepting the 
budget as it is and request the Board of Managers to remain within our 
proposed income. 
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- Can churches give directly? No direct answer given. 

- The Department of Business and Finance upon the request of the 
Executive Committee has taken the first step with Valley Forge for con- 
sideration of an increase in our return percentage. It was on the basis 
of Valley Forge's Mandate to Minister that we have run into this serious 
problem of deficit budget. I would make a plea for the fact if we are to 
proceed at this point, it must be done with faith. 

- The Long Range Planning Committee has been asked to consider 
some suggestions for a future site of Convention headquarters. It would 
seem that this committee should study carefully with other denominations 
where we can find mutual interests and projects and also consider the 
Area Regional concept (SAAR) of working out some of our needs. 

- We are dealing with mission more than budget. Is Outreach Depart- 
ment's greater responsibility for inter -denominational and interfaith co- 
operation? It seems that most of the Department's budget is Church Ex- 
tension. The Department has very little money with which to work in in- 
terfaith or inter -denominationally. The Department has this responsibility 
but no money for these purposes. 

- As Baptists we should reach out. Are we going to remain in a static 
position? Recommend that we take advantage of Valley Forge's help in 
using Walter Long. We demonstrate our faith and adopt this budget. 

- The Budget Committee dealt with figures but we are concerned with 
the program of the Convention. 

- It would help us in our thinking if we would refer to the American 
Baptist Convention rather than Valley Forge. We are not talking about 
some foreign country. We are a family. We are a part of the family. We 
are American Baptist Convention. As a family we are responsible as a 
total mission of the American Baptist Convention. We must be respon- 
sible stewards. 

IT WAS VOTED: to stop debate on the main motion. 

IT WAS VOTED: to accept the Proposed Budget as distributed. 

American Baptist Mission Goal: Mr. Roy V. Johnson, chairman of 
the Department of Christian Mission Support, reported that negotiations 
are being made to increase our return percentage. Mr. Johnson ex- 
plained that we set a goal. We receive 28% plus, of each dollar for our 
state work. When we go over the goal, we receive on 1/3 of the percent- 
age of the amount we go over. Mr. Johnson reported that we have been 
succeeding our set goals for the last few years. The 1968 goal of $232,000 
has been set by our Convention. Mr. Harold Greene, Budget Advisor of 
the American Baptist Convention, says that we can go higher according 
to our giving in the past. It was decided that this could be handled at the 
next Board of Managers meeting. 

On motion of Horace Brown and seconded: 

IT WAS VOTED : that we ask the Department of Business and Finance 

in renegotiating the return percentage on mission 
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gifts to consider asking that the 28% plus, remain 
constant for monies raised in excess of the Con- 
necticut Goal. 

World Mission Campaign: Dr. Willaim E. Braisted, chairman, re- 
ferred to the Courier which listed the Honor Roll of Connecticut Churches 
that have completed their Campaign. Representatives of each church stood 
up as their church was called by Dr. Braisted. The World Mission Cam- 
paign Committee Members were also recognized at this time. Dr. Braisted 
informed the delegates that there was still time to enter the Campaign. At 
this time we had not reached our Victory Goal of $500,000. 

By-Law Amendments: The Proposed Amendments to the By-Laws 

were adopted. (See printed By-Laws in Annual) 

During the consideration of the amendments. Rev. Richard Purchase 
questioned the procedure of how the offices were filled and members were 
nominated to the Board of Managers. 

On motion of Mrs. Richard Purchase and seconded, 

IT WAS VOTED: that we ask the Executive Committee to consider 

recommendations in participation of rank and file 
of our constituency in our elections. 

It was pointed out that a letter had been sent to our pastors requesting 
names for nomination.

Saturday Afternoon, October 21 


At 1:30 p.m. continued with the business session. 

Staff Reports: The Rev. Nicholas Titus, executive minister, intro- 
duced the staff. Administrative Assistant, Wilda Stratton, Minister of 
Business and Finance, J. David FoIIett. Minister of Christian Education, 
Rev. Alex Elsesser. At this time Mr. Elsesser introduced the Rev. 
Raymond Wixson, our new Minister of Camping, Youth and Christian 
Higher Education. Mr. Elsesser said that Mr. Wixson comes to us after 
having completed eight years in the pastoral ministry and during this time 
he has been active in the camping program of New Hampshire. Mr. Wixson 
responded that he was looking forward to serving with the delegates and 
for them through the camping program, ministry with youth, and the young 
people on our campuses. 

Mr. Elsesser referred to his report in the mimeographed Annual Re- 
port booklet. He pointed out to the delegates some of the conferences that 
were forthcoming and being planned by the Department of Christian Educa- 
tion. 

Mr. Titus referred to his mimeographed report in the booklet. He went 
on to report that since I960 that it has been interesting to him to note the 
number of pastors who had changed pastorates within Connecticut and that 
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there had been six pastors who had returned to our state, Mr. Titus ex- 
pressed his appreciation for the work of the Program Committee and 
for the hospitality extended to us all by the members of the host church. 

Mr. Titus went on to report that there were 46 churches visited by 
staff and board members of the American Baptist Board of Education 
and Publication the last of September. The play that was presented by 
the Gano Players at the Convocationheld in September is being consider- 
ed for the use at the ABC in Boston in May. 

Mr. Titus reported that he would be attending a meeting the following 
week of the Division of Program Planning of the American Baptist Con- 
vention at which time a special training on the planning process will be 
given. Former Governor Harold Stas sen will be one of the leaders. The 
purpose of the-By-Laws for the Connecticut Convention of American Bap- 
tist Churches attracts us in fulfilling our mission and becoming a part of 
the church universal. Connecticut Baptists are participating in Project 
Equality where we have a part in helping the minority peoples acquire 
jobs. Connecticut Baptists are at work helping through the Rev. Charles 
Pendleton, director of CRAC, as he works for justice for our people. 
Connecticut Baptists are becoming involved in ecumenical programs - 
Mr. and Mrs. Edmund Butler attend the Ecumenical Conference of Inter - 
faith at Lake Winnepesaukee. The Canton Church is tutoring children 
from the North End. Enfield discovers a way to serve the prison. 

Mr. Titus concluded by saying that we have a staff that is hardwork- 
ing and faithful to their tasks. 


At 2:45 p.m. delegates went to the seminar of their choice as it was 
set up in the Friday morning session. 


At 4 p.m. Mrs. Major L. Johnson, president of the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Foundation for Campus Ministry, gave some statistical information 
regarding our campuses. She reported that a filmstrip titled, "Who Cares" 
has been made to tell about the Connecticut Baptist Foundation, A panel 
presentation on the work being done on our campuses in Connecticut was 
given. The panel consisted of our Campus Ministers as follows: Rev. John 
Allen, University of Connecticut; Rev. Richard Albin, Hartford area;Rev. 
Lee Van Bremen, Central Connecticut College of New Britain; Rev. Robert 
Bettinger of the University of Bridgeport. Each one told of certain ways 
they minister to the young people on each of their campuses. 

It was felt that churches should be aware and glad that there is some- 
one to help our young people on the campuses through the Campus Min- 
istry program. The delegates were given an opportunity to ask questions 
from the floor. 

Mrs. Johnson said it was important to interpret the Campus Ministry 
program to our churches. There is a brochure, filmstrip and slides 
available to help interpret the Connecticut Baptist Foundation for Campus 
Ministry. 
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Election of Officers: The Rev. Kenneth M. Cooper, chairman of the 
Nominating Committee, presented the slate of nominees for the Board 
of Managers, officers, co-opt members to the Departments and Connec- 
ticut Baptist Foundation For Campus Ministry. 

IT WAS VOTED: to adopt the report of the Nominating Committee. 

(Officers and Board Members listed elsewhere in 
Annual) 

Resolutions: The Rev. C. Burtis Crooks, chairman of the Resolu- 
tions Committee presented the proposed resolutions as distributed. Mr. 
Crooks felt that there must be provided a proper place for the considera- 
tion of resolutions on the program.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE MINISTER 

Rev. Nicholas Titus ~ 

Last year's annual meeting adopted the plan for the reorganization of 
our state Convention. The report with the recommended changes in 
structure was titled: "Mandate to Minister." 

But a mandate must be put into practice. This is what we have been 
trying to do during the past year. This is not a task which can be fin- 
ished in one year, or two. In fact, we shall never really complete the 
job. And this is right, for the people of God are always people in mis- 
sion- -and mission is never at an end. 

We have, however, begun to function under a new structure. Our 
five departments have held regular meetings. They are still searching 
for the best way in which to carry out their responsibilities. Some de- 
partments have organized into sub-committees. Others have set up 
priority concerns for the immediate future. A great deal of creative 
thinking and planning has gone on within the departments. 

The more frequent meetings of the Executive Committee have help- 
ed in sharing an "overview" of the total work of our Convention. This 
will enable this smaller group to become involved in determining policy 
and in setting goals for the future. 

During this first year under our new structure we also launched into 
the World Mission Campaign. At the American Baptist Convention in 
Pittsburgh, Connecticut was honored as one of seven areas in the Amer- 
ican Baptist Convention which had exceeded its goal. Our victory goal 
of $347,700 had been surpassed. We had reached $400,374. 

Several of our churches are in the midst of campaigns now. It is our 
prayer that we shall yet reach our challenge goal of $500,000 for the 
World Mission Campaign. Credit for this success should go to our hard- 
working co-chairmen, Dr. William E. Braisted and Dr. Elbert E. Gates, 
Jr. , along with Roy and Alice Johnson, chairmen of the Major Gifts and 
Publicity Committee respectively. 

Donald Lindsey and his dedicated laymen "presenters" went into 
churches across our state to tell the story of the campaign. Many 
churches opened their doors for area meetings. Pastors joined in with 
sermons and newsletter support. Area Director, Rev. Her schel Roger s, 
gave himself tirelessly to the task. These and many others helped us 
respond to the challenge of the World Mission Campaign. 

At the same time, our regular giving to the Basic Mission Budget of 
the American Baptist Convention has increased. At the present rate, we 
can well top last year's giving by about $3,000. Rev. George Lang, our 
field coimselor for World Mission Support, is helping train our people 
in stewardship and works closely with our Department of Christian Mis- 
sion Support.

State Convention 


The coming of Rev. Alex Elsesser to our staff has strengthened our 
work considerably. Alex has counseled with many churches regarding 
their programs of Christian education. The leaving of Rev. F . William 
Ortolf to take up his work with the New Jersey Baptist Convention in 
April placed the full responsibility of camping, youth work and higher 
education in Mr. Elsesser's portfolio. The fact that our work in these 
areas has gone on in full force is a tribute to Mr. Elsesser's skill, ex- 
perience, and dedication. 

Mr. Elsesser and the Department of Christian Education are ready- 
ing themselves for the task of introducing our new curriculum, the Faith 
and Work Plan. Several of our churches are serving as test churches for 
the field testing of this new teaching program. 

The formation of the new Foundation for Campus Ministry has been 
completed. Mrs. Major L. Johnson is the first president of this new group 
which has responsibility for challenging us to minister to the thousands of 
college students on the expanding campuses in our state. 

Project Equality has involved many of our churches and our Conven- 
tion office in an examination of hiring practices. Information about equal 
opportunity for employment has been obtained from the suppliers of goods 
and services. A buyer's guide has become available for the guidance of 
those who wish to work for justice in employment opportunities. 

Rev. Raymond C. Wixson began his work with us as Minister of 
Camping, Youth and Christian Higher Education on September 1. Already 
Ray has endeared himseK to us with his soft-spoken New England accent, 
his ready wit, and his team spirit. His experience as a pastor and camp 
leader will enrich the resources of our Convention. 

The hiring of additional staff will necessitate increased financial re- 
sources. The Department of Business and Finance and the Department of 
Christian Mission Support are exploring ways of increasing our income. 

Mrs. Donald E. Lindsey has given uncounted hours for the work of 
our Convention. As President, she has attended meetings of all our 
Boards and Committees. She has given invaluable help in trying to in- 
terpret our new "Mandate to Minister. " "Peg" has represented our Con- 
vention in churches across the state on various special occasions. She 
has done this well, without ever counting the cost in time or energy. 

Again I am indebted to a hard-working staff, both professional and 
clerical. David Follett is learning the various intricacies of our business 
and financial affairs and has relieved me of many details in this area. 
Wilda Stratton continues to give herself untiringly to the many facets of 
my responsibility. As my administrative assistant and secretary, she 
works long hours with a dedication that inspires us all. 

Grace Regnier continues to prove valuable to our office with her know- 
ledge of details connected with the annual reports, the year book, and 
other office work. Evelyn Ward has brought charm and a friendly spirit 
to our reception area. Merna West and Elizabeth Schively are bringing 
their efficient skill to our secretarial demands. Mrs. Doshia Pollard 
keeps our office looking clean and neat with her dedicated work on Sat- 
urdays. A grand staff to work with! 
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My prayer is that the coming years will find the Connecticut Conven 
tion of American Baptist Churches faithful to the implementation of our 
"Mandate to M;inister" in the spirit of the Christ who said, "Not every- 
one that sayeth, 'Lord, 'Lord, but he that doeth " 
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REPORT OF THE MINISTER OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 
Rev. Alex H. Elsesser 

The Annual Report by a member of a State Convention Staff oft' times 
is an admixture of his personal involvement as well as the work that is 
done by various members of the Departments he serves and the dreams 
and expectations of all who work together to accomplish the purposes and 
goals of Connecticut Baptists. 

ORIENTATION: Beginning my work as a Convention staff on November 

1st, 1 have found myself challenged again and again by the mandate to 
restructure the former ways in which we worked into new patterns re- 
quiring greater flexibility and experimentation. The whole process of 
my orientation as a member of the Convention staff was complicated by 
the unexpected resignation of the Rev. F. William OrtoK, Minister of 
Camping, Youth, and Christian Higher Education to assume a position 
as an associate in the Department of Christian Education for the New 
Jersey Baptist Convention. Without a doubt. Bill will be missed in Con- 
necticut, but we hope that many of his contributions to our ongoing pro- 
gram of Christian Education will be continued. 

The adoption of new By-Laws at our State Convention last October en- 
larged the responsibilities of the Minister of Christian Education to in- 
clude responsibilities of leadership development through the programs 
of the Department of Churchmanship. Other departments of our Conven- 
tion work may call upon me as a resource person to assist in training 
for their particular function. 

Probably the biggest surprise that came to me, upon my appointment 
to the staff, was the news that our American Baptist Convention would be 
launching a program for the development of new curriculum for use in our 
churches beginning in September, 1969. Then too, not only did our depart- 
ment start off this year with a new staff member, but we also welcomed 
the Rev. JohnH. Minott as chairman of the Department of Christian Ed- 
ucation, and Dr. Glenn Atkyns as chairman of the Department of Church- 
manship. 

FIELD SERVICES: A resume of my activities during the first ten 

months include getting acquainted with new pastors, visiting in their 
homes and churches and sharing our concerns as well as listening to 
their expressions of needs and offering our help. Altogether fifty-five 
visits in thirty-eight churches were made during this period of time. In 
many instances 1 had the opportunity of preaching to the congregations in 
the morning, remaining for a lunch and then spending the afternoon in a 
conference with Boards of Christian Education, Church School teachers 
and leaders. 1 have been called on to help in the organization of Boards 
of Christian Education and given leadership in teacher -training programs. 
One such program was conducted at the Calvary-Orange Church, one of 
our new church extension projects. 

As part of our responsibility to acquaint our churches with the new 
Christian Faith and Work Plan, an all-day training conference was held 
for Association Christian Education Committees at the Montowese Church 
in February. Thirty-eight people from our various associations responded. 
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Following the training program five workshops on the Church's Educa- 
tional Ministry were held in each association during March for Boards of 
Christian Education. Altogether 196 people representing forty-four churche s 
were in attendance. Our gratitude is expressed to those who provided the 
leadership at these conferences. We feel that enthusiasm warrants such a 
conference each spring. 

In response to the needs that were expressed in the visitation program 
conducted by our Department a year ago, a workshop on Summer Activi- 
ties was held in the Stonington-New London Association. This was followed 
by a specific Vacation Church School Conference planned and carried out 
by our committee on Ministry with Children, with Mrs. Lillian Beach as 
chairman. 

YOUTH MINISTRY: Then there were the State BYF Council meetings, 

at which preparations were made for the State BYF Convention. The Con- 
vention, held at the Bristol Baptist Church April 28th and 29th, was at- 
tended by 110 youth and their leaders. The Rev. Richard Albin, Campus 
Minister for the Hartford area was our dynamic speaker, leading our 
youth to respond to the provocative theme: WANTED-GOD: DEAD OR 
alive. The key verse was "Go ye into all the world". 

GAMPING: Our Camping program became my major responsibility 

during the late spring and summer months. The recruitment of directors, 
counselors and campers was a time-consuming and oft'times discouraging 
task. We are grateful for the willing response on the part of many, making 
it possible for us to close our camping season with modest pride in our 
achievements . 

We want to acknowledge our debt to Peter Young who assumed the re- 
sponsibility as our Acting Camp Manager and guided the camp maintenance 
with dedication and expert skill. His overall guidance made possible the 
smooth functioning program carried out by our camp and conference di- 
rectors and staff. Our gratitude is also expressed to the members of the 
camp staff who worked so ably along with Pete to maintain our camp effi- 
ciency and morale. 

A summary of our statistics reveals that we had 490 conferees and 
campers in our program this year, guided by 146 directors, counselors 
and members of our permanent counseling staff. Three of our camps: the 
First Junior, the Junior High Pioneer, and the Junior High Camp had to 
turn down registrants. Some of our other camps, however, could have ac- 
commodated additional people. Week-end use of the camp continues to 
bring youth and leaders into a setting where fellowship and planning can 
take place. On several week-ends we have been unable to accommodate 
churches requesting our facilities because of lack of adequate space. 

CAMPUS MINISTRIES: February of this year saw the formal organiza- 

tion of the Connecticut Baptist Foundation for Campus Ministry. Mrs. 

Major Johnson serves as its first President. The formation of the Founda- 
tion makes possible direct contributions through the institution support pro- 
gram, enabling our churches to have a greater share in the work we are 
doing on six campuses in our State. These are: Bridgeport, Hartford, 
Middletown, New Haven, New Britain, and the University of Connecticut. 

Many of the meetings of the newly elected Board of Directors have been 
held to shape the path of the future. The story will hopefully unfold in the 
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month ahead. 

AMERICAN BAPTIST BOARD OF EDUCATION AND PUBLICATION 
MEETINGS; The Annual Meeting of the American Baptist Board of 
Education and Publication scheduled for the week of September 17th in 
Hartford made possible several workshops and conferences which other- 
wise could not have been held. Two workshops on Christian Teaching 
were held at the First Baptist Church at Bridgeport and at the Central 
Baptist Church of Norwich on Saturday, September the I6th. These 
brought to Connecticut the entire leadership of the Division of Christian 
Education of the American Baptist Convention. So, too, a special College 
Orientation Program for high school students and their parents was held 
at the Central Baptist Church of Hartford on Sunday, September the 17th. 
Leadership for this conference was provided by the Division of Higher 
Education, with members of our own Connecticut Baptist Foundation for 
Campus Ministry participating. Promoting these special events as well 
as the Board Meetings themselves became exciting and frustrating at one 
and the same time. But we were grateful for these opportunities. 

LOOKING AHEAD; High on the agenda for the future will be our in- 
volvement in various ways of interpreting the new CHRISTIAN FAITH AND 
WORK PLAN FOR OUR CHURCH SCHOOLS. Not only do we seek to help 
our Christian educators understand the new objective that undergrids our 
new curriculiim plan, but also we seek to train them to become masters 
of their teaching opportunities. Five churches in Connecticut have been 
asked to serve as "test" churches, pioneering in the new curriculum usage 
thus serving our denomination in evaluation and offering suggestions for 
changes before these materials are printed. The New Curriculum Plan 
will be available for general use in our churches in September, 1969. 

CONCLUSION: No report would be complete without an acknowledgement 

of our debt to the many people who, through their encouragement, as well 
as their active sharing in the work, made possible our ministry. We deep- 
ly felt the loss of Bill Ortolf after his many years of devoted service. 

Since September 1st, the Rev. Raymond C. Wixson has joined our staff as 
Minister of Camping, Youth and Christian Higher Education. We welcome 
him and look forward to a fruitful sharing of our ministries. The helpful 
encouragement of our Executive Minister during the transitional period 
made me aware again of his understanding of Christian Education and its 
problems. Oft'times his helpful counsel and advice strengthened me in the 
fulfillment of my responsibilities. So, too, I want to recognize with gra- 
titude the work done by our office secretaries. Without their patience and 
devoted skills the work could not have been done. It is our ardent hope and 
prayer that God may continue to use us as we work with others in the bring- 
ing of the Kingdom of God a little closer to its reality in the lives of those 
we reach. 
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REPORT OF THE MINISTER OF BUSINESS AND FINANCE 

' J, David Follett 

The word that best describes the work of your Minister of Business 
and Finance is "variety. " His tasks include such things as arranging the 
details of church loans, setting up payment schedules, ordering supp-ies 
and equipment, paying bills, making deposits, keeping the camp books 
during the "off" season, arranging for the maintenance of the Conven 
tion House, handling orders for Convention filmstrips, arranging meals 
and details for meetings, packaging and mailing Every Member Canvass 
materials, etc. As you can well imagine, each day is unique with its own 
combination of labors ! 

Each month your minister has worked with the Department of Business 
and Finance gathering needed information and presenting requests and 
recommendations. Mrs. Otto Neumann, our chairman, has frequently 
assisted on the follow through of department decisions. Her competent 
and efficient assistance has been much appreciated. See her concise re- 
port on the highlights on our department's activities. 

During the summer months I spent a day a week, on the average, at 
Camp Wightman. Douglas Ogrean was our new acting Camp Business Man- 
ager for the summer. Working with him on the camp bookkeeping I know 
that he felt well involved in camp life doing such things as writing checks, 
registering campers, keeping track of the store money, making deposits, 
and running errands in town. 

Are you aware that the Hartford Baptist Association has been support- 
ing the Enfield American Baptist Church's expense budget since 1964? 

Now the Association has begun a five-year plan of participation in the En- 
field Church's building program. Our Convention office is presently re- 
ceiving the pledges of the churches in the Association (some $7,000 each 
year!). These pledges are making it possible for the Enfield Church to 
build its first unit for a total cost of $95,000. The Enfield Church mem- 
bers and friends have pledged over $29,000 for a three year period. 

In addition to the Enfield Church, the Convention during the past year 
has assisted financially a number of our other Connecticut Baptist Churches 
including the Ledyard-Gales Ferry Baptist Church; First Baptist, Bridge- 
port; Packerville -Sterling Hill Baptist Churches; Christian Tabernacle, 
Hamden; First Baptist, Mansfield; First Baptist, Milford; Calvary-Orange 
Extension, New Haven. Assistance has been given through our Pastors 
Salary Plan, the Church-Aid Program with the Home Mission Societies, 
Grants, Revolving Fund loans, co-signing of notes and loan recommenda- 
tions. The grants and outright support given to our Connecticut churches 
by the Convention now total more than $10,000 a year! 

It's been a marathon for many to get the budget ready earlier this year 
- in time for the Annual Meeting. In the late spring each department re- 
viewed its needs and the requests coming to it and developed its depart- 
ment proposal. All the proposals were put together for a draft budget in 
June when the Budget Committee first met. The departments then had to 
react to suggested cuts. Next the Executive Committee added some policy 
directives for the final shaping to the budget by the Budget Committee and 
presentation to the Board of Managers in September. Now at the Annual 
Meeting you have the "finished" budget proposal for 1968. 
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I'd like to conclude this report with a word of appreciation to the 
members of the Department of Business and Finance who have shared 
their time, energy and ideas month by month throughout the year:

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REPORT OF THE FIELD COUNSELOR 
for the 

DIVISION OF WORLD MISSION SUPPORT 
Rev, George E. Lang ~~ 

The mission of the field counselor in Connecticut is to implement the 
Field Program of the Division of World Mission Support as it relates to 
the Connecticut Convention of American Baptist Churches. 

In 1966 Connecticut Baptist gave $228,617 to Basic Mission Support, 
an increase of $11,019, or 5.1% over the previous year. 

A regular program of visitation of pastors is maintained by the field 
counselor. He also consults with Church Finance Committees, Trustees, 
or Mission Committees on request. 

Regular communication is carried on through The Field Counselor Re- 
minder, a one -page arrangement of mission and stewardship information 
which appears eleven times a year. In addition, a series of six to eight 
year-end support bulletins are prepared in the Fall. These are issued 
with the belief that year-end support must include a number of efforts 
aimed at reaching church missionary goals. 

Also developed this last year have been "The Top Fifteen" and "The 
Top Ten. " "The Top Fifteen. " issued quarterly, lists churches by total 
giving to Basic Mission Support and by per capita. "The Top Ten, " is - 
sued twice a year, reflects the giving to the two Special Offerings. Appear- 
ing about a month before offering time, this information serves as a pro- 
motional item. I 

The two Annual Offerings, America for Christ and World Fellowship, 
remain as an area for stewardship growth in the state. While the last three 
years have shown an increase for these offerings, the figures indicate that 
Connecticut Baptists gave less than one-third of the goal of $1 per member. 

The field counselor meets regularly with the Division of Christian Mis- 
sion Support, The interest, co-operation and service of the Division mem- 
bers have been a source of inspiration. 

New areas of training and education are being introduced. The "Decision" 
program, including a thirty minute film, workbook and presentation for key 
leaders in a local church, is now having a number of exposures in the State. 
"Mission Project 67" offer s a limited number of designations to churches for 
giving within the framework of Basic Mission Support. 

This past summer the field counselor spent eighteen days on an obser- 
vation tour of ABHMS stations Nicaragua, El Salvador and Mexico. He 
expects to convey the color and challenge of these days in future speaking 
oppor tunitie s .

"Instruments for Change under God", our theme this past year, has 
proved to be a challenge. We have become more cognizant of our Church's 
needs, our community needs, and our own needs for spiritual development. 

We have served four foreign missionaries through our White Cross 
Quotas: Miss Alice Townsend, Northeast India; Miss Virginia Hjerstedt, 
Congo; Rev. and Mrs. C.H. Stuart, Congo; Dr. Marion Boehr, South 
India. 

We sent ,122 boxes containing 1,280 pounds to the New York Warehouse 
for overseas shipment, and a total of $2,000 was spent for materials, post- 
age and handling expense. 

The largest overland quota was for Miss Ines Quiles to supply ten 
churches in the southern part of Puerto Rico. 

A total of 124 boxes containing 1,212 pounds were sent to our overland 
missionaries, costing $2,234.00 for new materials and postage. The sum 
of $285 was contributed for White Cross in Burma. In addition to filling 
White Cross quotas most of our churches participate in one or more of 
the following projects: Church World Service Clothing Appeal, World 
Community Day - outfits, health kits and layettes; Parcels for Vietnam, 
Sewing Kits for the Congo, Migrant Kits, Eyes for the Needy, Sunlight 
Baptist Mission in Arizona. 

Our Love Gift for 1966 was the greatest amount ever raised by our 
American Baptist Women, This amount was $8,844,35. Our goal was 
$8,500.00. 

Rev. Miss Edith Northrop was our leader at the retreat in Framing- 
ham, Massachusetts. It was with much sadness that we experienced the

loss of our chairman, Miss Edith Northrop, and the valuable leadership 
which she has given through the years. We pray the Retreats to come 
will be a testimony of Miss Northrop' s desire for the women of the state 
to walk closely with their God. 

Miss Pamela Goodrich from the Stratford Baptist Church was our 
Scholarship recipient. This past year it was voted to name our scholar- 
ship fund "The Edith M. Northrop Scholarship Fund", in memory of 
Miss Northrop. 

In June about 200 women attended our conference at the University of 
Bridgeport for which Mrs. Elbert Gates was the chairman. Our offering 
received was $1,157.65. This sum was applied to the Scholarship Fund.

The 143rd annual meeting of the Connecticut Convention of American 
Baptist Churches began on Thursday, October 20, 1966 at 12 noon with 
the Pastors' and Wives' Luncheon at the First Baptist Church in Branford. 
Mrs. Ralph Shotwell, President for the 1965-1966 year, and her officers, 
planned the Ministers' Wives' Program: a talk by Mrs. Elbert E. Gates, 
Jr. , of the hats worn and customs of the peoples she had visited. The 
officers provided a lighter note by modeling homemade hats depicting 
the life and duties of a minister's wife. 

Officers were elected at that meeting to serve the October 1966-1967 
year. Their names follow this report. 

Within the 1966-1967 year, notebooks were formed for officers, con- 
taining the history of the Ministers' Wives Fellowship, correspondence, 
and programs. The Fellowship's job analyses were completed, with the 
addition of Transportation chairmen.

June 9, ministers and wives from all parts of the 
state gathered at Grace Baptist in Meriden to "Come Alive --Power Up" 
in concentrated reflection and a spirit of unique involvement. Serigraphs 
silk-screen paintings--of Sister Mary Corita of the Immaculate Heart 
College of Los Angeles were all around in their bright, alive, vibrating 
color and composition- -$3,040.00 worth of prints! The "Mary's Day", 
film, like the serigraphs, expressing how ordinary everyday things of 
the super-market can become symbols for the suffering of others and 
need for peace in the world, was a pagent and pilgrimage into a new 
understanding of the future which is here.

The residency at the Home is constantly at its maximum of 27. For 
every vacancy there is a potential of 50 more residents. Not all appli- 
cants are ready for residency when an opening is available, so we con- 
tinue to take applications. There is sore need for the 30 resident addition 
which we hope to have available within a year. The $100,000 now avail- 
able must be doubled before we can break ground for the total estimated 
cost of $300,000 for the all-purpose facility required for future use. The 
Trustees are pursuing a program of personal visitations of prospective 
substantial donors and will appreciate any leads. It is our hope not to in- 
volve the churches organizationally if we can procure enough personal 
donations. Donations make superior memorial gifts of enduring nature 
in the provision of this much needed addition to our Connecticut Baptist 
Retirement Home. All suggestions for donors and donations may be made 
to the Administrator or any member of the Board of Trustees. 

The participation of the churches and individuals in the support and 
program of the Home continues to be an inspiration to the Board, the 
Staff and the residents. The Harvest Offering of Food, the Christmas 
Gifts to residents, the Spring Offering and the Annual Garden Party and 
Barbecue are seasonal high points in support of the Home. During the 
year individuals in the churches remember the residents at their birth- 
days and in visits to the Home. Pastors and churches conduct Sunday 
Vesper Services, the women of the Associations present teas and pro- 
grams, and individuals share talents and skills in special programs. 

A volunteer program has been inaugurated to provide recreational 
activities for the residents and office help especially in preparing mail- 
ing lists. Mrs. Amasa D. Pierce has spurred production of the seasonal 
publication "Echoes of Homie" to communicate the accomplishments and 
needs of the Home program. The Woman's Board continues to be of dy- 
namic inspiration and practical assists me to the Home. 
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We mourn the loss of two stalwart. worker s among our supporters 
during the years. Rev. Edith Northrop and Mrs. Elwood H. Stewart have 
concluded their work on earth and have taken up their heavenly tasks. 
Others will take up their work and will do well in the years ahead although 
none can replace such inspiring supporters of the Home. Memorial gifts 
have been made in the name of both Miss Northrop and Mrs. Stewart to 
give evidence of the high regard in which these women have been held. 

We miss Mrs. Marie Cantelope, Mrs. Harriet Fletcher, Mrs. Edith 
Mix, and Roy Stoddard, residents who have passed on during the year. 

We have welcomed Rev. and Mrs. William Channon, Miss Helen Johnson, 
Miss Clarissa Searle, Mrs. Helen Studwell and Miss Helen Traver as 
new residents. 

The Home is both a compliment and a complement to the Baptist 
Churches of Connecticut. All visitors remark on the warmth and quality 
of the Home, its residents and its staff. As an extension of the work of 
our churches in ministry to the elderly the Home has a worthy place in 
the budget and in the hearts of all the churches.

The Connecticut Baptist Foundation for Campus Ministry was formally 
organized on February 21, 1967 and incorporated under the laws of the 
State of Connecticut on March 14, 1967. 

The purpose of the Foundation as set forth in the By-Laws is: "the 
organization, promotion and supervision of American Baptist participation 
in campus ministry in Connecticut. On behalf of the Connecticut Conven- 
tion of American Baptist Churches and the American Baptist Board of 
Education and Publication, the Foundation shall receive appropriations 
from the State Convention, from the boards of the American Baptist Con- 
vention, from Baptist churches in Connecticut and from other donors. 

The Foundation shall formulate broad policies in the areas of property, 
personnel and program and shall allocate funds to such work as it may 
conduct within the State of Connecticut. " 

The formation of the F oundation came after long consideration and 
study of the campus situation in the state at the present time and its pro- 
jection in the future. It does not mean a total new approach or program 
from that carried out by the committee on Christian Higher Education. 
When figures are studied as to the increasing population of college stu- 
dents, the need of an expanding program and increased support becomes 
obvious . 

This fall there are 6,400,000 young people enrolled in the colleges of 
our country. Just seven years ago there were 2,935,000. 

In Connecticut, in 1967 there were 51,000 full time college students 
attending institutions of higher learning in the state as compared to 
45,000 in 1965, an increase of 6,000 in one year. In Hartford county 
alone the college contingent will total over 31,000 in 1967 as compared 
to 13,500 in I960. 

The formation of the Foundation brings together in a cooperative rela- 
tionship the representatives of three groups the Connecticut Conven- 

tion of American Baptist Churches, the American Baptist Board of Educa- 
tion and Publication and local boards of campus ministries in the state. It 
also provides the conditions for Campus Ministry to become a part of the 
Institutional Support Program. 
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The Board of director of the Foundation have agreed that a priority 
for its work should be: a more adequate interpretation and consequent 
understanding of the campus ministry and its program in American Bap- 
tist churches of the state; and a closer cooperation with and undergirding 
of the campus ministers with whom we- are involved using every opportu- 
nity to become acquainted with the ministers and using them to interpret 
the purposes and programs of the campus niinistry to the churches. 

To begin to meet this priority a series of meetings and consultations 
were held involving minister, lay persons and board members. Rev. 
Bruce McGraw of the Public Relations department of the Board of Educa- 
tion spent two weeks in the state giving counseling and guidance to the 
work of the F oundation and its financial support. 

The Foundation is the representative of all American Baptist churches 
in Connecticut carrying out a campus ministry on behalf of the churches. 
Hopefully, the churches will respond with concern, involvement and sup- 
port for this part of its mission.

MINUTES 


The I43rd Annual Meeting of the Ashford Baptist Association was held 
at the Danielson Baptist Church on September 24, 1967 with the Rev. Henry 
Doughty, Moderator, presiding.

Mr. Lee Pyne, Historian, reported on the Church letters he had re- 
ceived and other reports were given orally from the various churches.

Mr. Kary is representing our Association 
in relationship with the Enfield American Baptist Church, 
working with the Convention Committee on Church Welfare 
and Research.

A very impressive 
installation service was conducted by Dr. Robert A. 

Moody, pastor of the Shiloh Baptist Church, Hartford, 
and Chairman of the Nominating Committee. 

A four o'clock Coffee Hour and Fellowship was enjoyed by all. 

Special music was provided by Rev. Alfred Bernadt, Jr. , pastor of 
the First Baptist Church in Plainville. Mr. Bernadt rendered several 
very inspiring solo selections. 

Rev. Raleigh Dutton presented a brief report of progress in establish- 
ing a new Baptist Church in Enfield. Mr. Dutton stated that his mission 
there looks very encouraging - first year they had 27 members - last year 
they had 41 members - this year they have 63 members. They have select- 
ed an architect and are in hopes to break ground for their new church within 
a few months. Their Victory Goal was $14,000 - their Challenge Goal was 
$16,000 - their Actual Pledges were $28,967. Rev. Dutton expressed their 
sincere thanks and appreciation to the Hartford Baptist Association for the 
financial support to endeavor to raise $35,000 for the support of the Enfield 
American Baptist Building Fund. 

A panel discussion, "Present Day As sociational Values", was presented. 
Presenter was Mrs. Ctto Neumann and Reactors were Mrs. John Hamilton 
and Mr, Frank Griffith. 

A delicious dinner was served by the women of the Church of Christ of 
Winsted. Mr. Otto Neumann, Vice -Moderator expressed sincere thanks 
and appreciation to the ladies for the appetizing dinner and the host church 
and their minister for their gracious Christian hospitality. 

Daring the dinner period, a Roll Call of Churches was taken by the 
Clerk, Miss Mary Meleky. 

Following the dinner. Convention Greetings were brought by Mrs. 

Donald Lindsey, President of the Connecticut Convention of American 
Baptist Churches. Mrs. Lindsey stressed the following points of import- 
ance for Christians to practice. It is very important to fellowship together 
as Christians, We need one another, and community of Christians working 
together for the Kingdom of God is a very special and necessary task. 

Our Executive Secretary, the Rev. Nicholas Titus, spoke briefly on 
our involvement in Missions. 

Dr. William Terrell, former Executive Secretary of the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention, and Mrs. Terrell were honored guests. Dr. Terrell 
spoke briefly expressing joy to be with us and encouraged all of us to get 
involved in making stronger Associations, as there is great future for 
our Associations. 

Highlights of all the member Association churches was presented with 
colored slides by Rev. Alfred Bernadt, Jr. , pastor of the First Baptist 
Church in Plainville. 

The evening service was opened by congregational hymn singing con- 
ducted by the pastor of the host church.

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The evening worship service was conducted by Rev. John Minott, 
pastor of the First Baptist Church of Middletown. Mr, Minott presented 
in a very unique way the answers to the ever rising question of our youth 
today about Christianity and God. 

Our Annual Meeting was closed with a hymn, "Living For Jesus", 
followed by a prayer. 

There were about eighty-five at the Association meeting and seventy 
for dinner.

A meeting of the South Central Baptist Association was held on Sunday, 
September 24, 1967, at the First Baptist Church in Ansonia. The meeting 
was hosted by the Emanuel Baptist Church of Ansonia (now merged with 
First Baptist). Mr. David Ostrom presided as Moderator of the meeting. 

The business meeting opened at 4 p.m. with a word of prayer led by the 
Rev. LoPresti, pastor-emeritus of Emanuel. On behalf of the Church, Mr. 
LoPresti welcomed the Association. He also spole of the merger - explain- 
ing that Emanuel had originally been a group from First Baptist who estab- 
lished a special ministry, and now returning to the mother-church, the mer- 
ger having been completed only two weeks ago. Both churches are enthusias- 
tic about the merger and eagerly look forward to the opportunities of Christiar 
service and worship. 

It was regularly moved to dispense with the reading of the minutes. 

A letter was read from the Clerk of the First Baptist Church in Essex, 
indicating their association with the Stonington Union - New London Baptist 
Association, in accordance with the recommendation of the "Mandate to 
Minister. " On motion of Mr. Andrews, it was voted to accept the letter and 
to recognize Essex church's new Association alignment. 

The Treasurer's report showed a balance of $538.47, and $994.46 in the 
Widows and Ministers Fund. 

The Roll Call found thirteen churches represented. 

Committee Reports 

1. Rev. Edmund Claypool for the Finance Committee recommended that 
the Widows and Ministers Fund be turned over to the M &: M to be carried 
as an endowment in the Grants -in-Aid of the M & M. On the motion of Rev. 
Allan McGaw, this recommendation was accepted and passed, and Mr. 
Claypool was instructed to proceed with arrangements to transfer the Fund. 

In lieu of a budget. Rev. Francis Hensley moved that we continue our 
usual contribution to the State Convention and that money be provided for 
incidental expenses. This motion was passed. 

The Moderator's Report 

Mr. Ostrom reported on an interesting and challenging but busy year as 
he and his committee tried to streamline the By-Laws of the Association, 
rather than abolish the Association completely. Mr. Ostrom has worked 
toward an Association structure with a minimum amount of functions and 
yet be of the necessary assistance to the State Convention, but only until 
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the Convention is ready to assiime all the duties of the Association. He 
pointed out that laymen in our Association and State are desperately need- 
ed to share in the various areas of growth, service, consolidation, etc. 

Mr. Ostrom also expressed his deep appreciation for the cooperation he 
has received from both members and officers. 

The meeting was then open to a discussion of the new By-Laws, copies 
of which had previously been distributed to the churches and were again 
distributed to those present. 

Rev. Allan McGaw moved the adoption of the By-Laws as printed and 
distributed; the motion was seconded by Rev. Edmund Claypool. 

Mr. McGaw went on to explain the need to streamline the Association 
structure, as these By-Laws attempted to do; not to meet just for the pur- 
pose of meeting - the only required meeting by the new By-Laws will be 
the Annual Meeting in the fall. Good discussion followed, and most ques- 
tions seemed to be answered to the satisfaction of those present. 

By motion of Mr. Wilson and Mr. Chaffee, the following amendment 
was presented: "Article V. SECTION I. All officers should be mem- 
bers in good standing of member churches. " 

Mr. Hensley spoke to this amendment, questioning mainly the wisdom 
and propriety of putting the Association in a position of judging what church 
is a member church in good standing. He felt that the list in the State Con- 
vention Directory has been, and should continue to be, our guide to mem- 
bership in the Association. A vote was taken on this amendment, and the 
amendment was defeated. 

In regular form, a vote was taken on the motion to adopt the By-Laws 
as printed and distributed; this was passed unanimously. 

The Nominating Committe e 

Mr. Stewart and Mr. Hensley presented the report of the Nominating 
Committee as indicated at the beginning of this report. On motion of Mr. 
McGaw, it was voted to cast one unanimous ballot for the slate as pre- 
sented. 

A rising vote of appreciation was extended to the Moderator and Mrs. 
Ostrom. 

Rev. Alfred Bernadt, Sr., extended a personal invitation to all to be 
present at the State Convention in Southington on October 20 and 21. 

Rev. Ralph Seguine brought greetings from the Home; invited visitors 
to the Home, and spoke of the Women's Board meeting to be held there 
on September 28. This year's request will be for large containers of food. 
He also described the Home publication. The Echo. 


Rev. Donald Lawrence spoke a further word on the merger with 
Emanuel, and his pleasure with how well it has proceeded. As co- 
hosts, Mr. Lawrence also welcomed the Association to Ansonia. 

The meeting adjourned for dinner. 

Following dinner. Rev. Nicholas Titus led a short worship service and 
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introduced the speaker of the evening - Mr, Karbenson Sangma, who 
brought an inspiring message.

MINUTES 


The 8th Annual Meeting of the Stonington Union - New London Baptist 
Association (Stonington Union - 197th session; New London 153rd session) 
was held at the Niantic Baptist Church on May 5, 1968 at 4 p. m. We were 
led in moments of devotion by the Rev. Norman Bardsley, the new pastor 
at the Jewett City Baptist Church. The Rev. Forrest Emerson, the host 
pastor, gave words of welcome and indicated that the association was help- 
ing the Niantic church celebrate their 125th anniversary. 

The business session was called to order at 4:15 p.m. by the moderator 
Mr. Ernest Johnson. The roll call of the churches indicated that 17 churches 
were represented by 117 delegates and friends. The minutes of the winter 
council meeting were received as printed and circulated. The treasurer's 
report (attached) showed disbursements for the year of $4,644.88 and re- 
ceipts of $4,916.60, leaving a balance in the checking account of $217.72. 

The trust funds now total $18,309.19. The report was received. The clerk 
then suggested that the summary of the annual church letters be postponed 
until the Fall Meeting and that this become a regular practice since there 
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is always more time available during the Fall Meeting. It was MSV 
affirmatively that this be done. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS: 

The Church Affairs Committee report included a report by the Rev. 

Wade Hiltabidel on the progress at the Ledyard-Gale s Ferry Church and 
a further report from the committee chairman, the Rev. James Pratt, 
indicating the committee was working on the invitation to the Deep River 
and Winthrop churches to join our association and also the possibility of 
our recognition of the ordination (in another denomination presently) of 
the pastor of the Deep River church at his request. 

The Pastoral Affairs Committee report indicated that the committee 
had had a busy year bidding farewell to a number of pastors and welcom- 
ing several others. The Rev. Holger Schluntz reported as chairman. 

* The Christian Education Committee report was given by chairman, 

Mrs. Nelson Harger, and indicated that the committee goals in service 
to the churches had all been met. 

* Missions and Evangelism Committee chairman, the Rev. Glenn Eno, 
reported on the work of his committee which included a missionary visit 
and an association-wide pulpit exchange. 

There was no report from the Social Education and Action Committee. 

There was no report from the Ecumenical Affairs Committee. 

* The Stewardship and Finance Committee report indicated that the 
committee had been called upon this year only to audit the treasurer’s 
books which were found correct. 

There was no report from the Communications Committee. 

The Program Committee report by the chairman, the Rev. Elbert 
Gates, consisted of some comments on the day’s program. 

=1= The Nominating Committee report presented by chairman, Miss 
Lesley Beckwith,, was distributed in printed form to the delegates. It 
presented the following slate of officers for 1968-69. Moderator: Rev. 

Sargis Matson; Vice -Moderator : Mr. Charles Palmer; Clerk: ( no candi- 
date had been found by the committee); Treasurer: Mr. Robert Young; 

COMMITTEE CHAIRMEN: Church Affairs; Rev. James Pratt; Pastoral 
Affairs: Rev. Holger Schluntz; Christian Education: Mrs. J. Nelson Harger; 
Missions and Evangelism: Rev. Glenn Eno; Social Education and Action: 

Rev. Jean Greer; Ecumenical Affairs: Rev. Marvin Breininger; Stewardship 
and Finance: Mr. Burton Kimball; Communications: Mrs. Paul Stubing; Pro- 
gram: Rev. Floyd I. LaBombard; Nominations: Miss Lesley Beckwith. 

It was MSV affirmatively to accept all committe reports given. (Committee 
reports indicated with an 'I' are on file in written form. ) 

The Women’s organization and the Minister’s group both presented brief 
reports on their work and programs during the year. 
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OLD BUSINESS: 

The Rev. Elbert Gates reported on the tentatively planned association 
outing and boat trip in June. He indicated that a firm commitment was 
needed from each church in order to meet the cost of chartering the boat 
$900. He announced that he would receive these commitments following 
the meeting and if there were not enough to underwrite the cost, the trip 
would have to be cancelled. 

NEW BUSINESS ; 

The clerk, on behalf of the Executive Committee, presented the pro- 
posed budget for 1968-69. It called for expenditures of $4,650 to be raised 
through a 1% assessment on the current expense budgets of member church? 
plus other sources of income. The budget included the $3,000 annual pay- 
ment on our pledge to the building fund of the Ledyard-Gales Ferry Church 
as well as our regular contributions to that churches operating expenses 
and other necessary association obligations. The budget (attached) was dis- 
cussed briefly and then it was MSV affirmatively that it be adopted as the 
working budget for 1968-69. 

The moderator then announced it was time to elect officers for the 
coming year. The slate as submitted by the Nominating Committee was 
placed in nomination. Nominations from the floor were called for. Mrs. 
Edward H. Colton, of the Essex church, was nominated for the position 
of clerk (no name had been submitted by the committee). It was MSV 
affirmatively that nominations be closed and that the clerk cast a ballot 
for the election of all nominees. This was done and the nominees were 
declared elected. 

The Rev. Rowland Wilkinson raised the possibility of chartering a bus 
from the New London and Mystic areas to the final sessions of the Amer- 
ican Baptist Convention in Boston on Sunday, June 2nd. A show of hands 
indicated that further investigation might be fruitful and the moderator 
appointed Mr. Rolinson, Mr. Hiltabidel and Mr. Wilkinson to serve as a 
committee to pursue the matter and notify the churches. 

It was MSV affirmatively to extend a vote of thanks to the host church 
for their hospitality and a word of congratulations on their 125th anni- 
versary. 

The following new pastors were introduced with their families when 
present: The Rev. Norman Bardsley of Jewett City, the Rev. Vernon 
Price of Norwich First, the Rev. Jean Greer of New London- Fir st, and 
the Rev. Richard Mitchell of Noank. 

Announcement was made of the upcoming ordination council called 
for Monday, May 13th, at the Noank church for the purpose of examin- 
ing Mr. David Crook. 

It was MSV affirmatively to extend a vote of appreciation to the retiring 
clerk and moderator for their service to the association. 

The moderator made some concluding remarks thanking all who had 
assisted him during his term of office. 

The business session was adjourned at 5:20 P. M. 
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The Executive Minister of our state convention, the Rev. Nicholas 
Titus, then spoke to us concerning our future and concluded with a period 
of questions and comments. A light supper was then served by the host 
church followed by the evening program at which time Dr. Edward Mere- 
dith spoke and the Shiloh Singers of the Shiloh Baptist Church provided 
music.

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ORDINATION 
Standards of Ordination 


The Minister's Council will endeavor to maintain the following 
standards for ordination: 

1. The candidate for ordination shall be a member of the church 
which ordains. 

*•1 

2. The call for acouncilof ordination shall be on the recommenda- 
tion of the Committee on Ministerial Standing of the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Convention and shall be sent to all of the Churches of its associa- 
tion. 

3. Education qualifications for ordination shall be; 

a. Standard college and theological studies with graduation. 

4. A candidate for ordination shall have satisfied his local ordain- 
ing council of his intent to enter the Christian Ministry to become a 
missionary or chaplain, or to enter some other specialized field of 
the Christian Ministry. 

5. A candidate for ordination must satisfy the ordaining council 
by being able to give clear convictions of truth upon subjects kindred 
to God; the Person of Christ; the work of the Holy Spirit; the church 
and its ordinances; world wide missions; and by giving evidence of 
the implications of these truths in their relationship to the life of the 
individual, the life of the church, and the life of the world. 

Procedure for Ordination 

1. The church of which the candidate is a member arranges for 
a meeting of the candidate with the examining committee of the Asso- 
ciation Permanent Council and makes contact with the State Perma- 
nent Council, forwarding full data as to the qualifications of the can- 
didate s . 

2. Upon the recommendation of the examining committee of the 
Association Permanent Council after it has advised the State Council 
the church calls said Association Council through its moderator to 
assemble as a council of examining for ordination. 

3. To this council of examination the church invites the President 
and General Secretary of the Convention, the State Permanent Council 
and such other guests as the church and the candidate may desire. 

4. It is suggested that the date for the service of ordination 
should not be set until after the council of examination has recom- 
mended that the church proceed with the ordination service. 

5. Where there is no Association Permanent Council the church 
of which the candidate is a member should present the candidate to 
the State Permanent Council for examination and upon its recommen- 
dation proceed to call a council of examination for ordination. Invita- 
tions to the council should be issued as in Sec. 2 above. 

6. Clerk of each association should file the minutes of the action 
of the Association Permanent Council with the State Convention Per- 
manent Council.
